So serious had the los 
rust in the cereal crops of Western 
Canada become that in September, 
1924, a conference was called at Win- 
nipeg by the department of agricul 
ture and the Research Council of Can- 
ada. As a result of this, a series of 
experimental projects, covering all 
phases of the subject, were mapped 
out to be carried on in Western Can- 
ada. ‘The present acroplane attack is 
a continuation of these experiments.
